Dear Evangel Readers:

2 Tim. 4:5, “But watch thou in all 
® |. endure afflictions, do the work 
of an evangelist, make full proof of 
thy ministry.” 

These were among Paul’s last words 
to Timothy. Note verses 6-8, there is 
great need in the Church today for 
real God-given evangelists. Matt. 9: 
36-38, “But when he saw the multi- 
tudes, he was moved with compassion 
on them, because they fainted, and 
were scattered abroad, as sheep having 
no shepherd. Then saith he unto his 
disciples, The harvest truly is plente- 
ous, but the labourers are few; Pray 
ye therefore the Lord of the harvest, 
that he will send forth labourers into 
his harvest.” We need tenderhearted, 
God-fearing, anointed men, who have 
a vision of the lost who are on their 
way to hell, men who can cry because 
people are in sin, men who are willing 
to humble themselves and preach the 
simple story of Jesus, the cross, and 
resurrection.

He 
preached Christ. Acts 8:5, “Then Phil- 
ip went down to the city of Samaria, 
and preached Christ unto them.” Peter 


did the work of an evangelist. In the 
book of the Acts we have the story of 
a praying man who was in touch with 
God. Cornelius’ prayers and alms 
came up before God as a memorial. 
God needed an EVANGELIST, a mes- 
senger, someone to tell this great man 
of His Son Jesus. He did not send an 
angel. He did not go to the courts of 
the land and ask for an officer. He 
did not organize some great society 
and go in as an army. No! He recom- 
mended a praying man, one to whom 
He could talk, a man who knew and 
was willing to tell the simple story of 
Jesus. Read Acts 10:34-43. 

Paul was an evangelist. Acts 16 
gives an account of how God led him 
to Europe. On through this book we 
find him preaching Christ. When in 
Philippi, his message was, Acts 16:31, 
“Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
thou shalt be saved.” At Thessalonica, 
Acts 17:3, “Opening and alleging, that 
Christ must needs have suffered, and 
rise again from the dead; and that 
this Jesus, whom I preach unto you, is 
Christ.” In Berea he preached the 
Word. Acts 17:13. At Athens he 
preached Jesus and the resurrection. 
Acts 17:18. When in Corinth, he was 
“pressed in the spirit, and testified to 
the Jews that Jesus was Christ.” Acts 
18:5. To the Ephesians he preached 
that they should “believe on Jesus,” 
Acts 19:4. 

Never have we had such opportuni- 
ties as we have now. Truly, “the har- 
vest field is ripe.” This war has brok- 
en up millions of homes. Thousands of 
young mothers with little children are 
casting about looking for something 
(they know not what); they will go 
somewhere and do something. Will 
they go to a real old-fashioned revival 
meeting and find Jesus? or will the 
world outstrip the Church and get to 
them first? 

God-given evangelist! There never 
was more sin in the land. People were 
never more ready to be helped. The 
field was never more ready for harvest 
and the laborers were never fewer. 

In the South Central District we 
have one state with more than seventy 
churches, eighty-three cities with a 
population from 5,000 to 147,000, and 
hundreds of small towns and com- 
munities. In this state we have ONLY 
ONE full-time evangelist. There was a 
time when the evangelist had to walk, 
hitchhike, and get to his appointment 
the best way he could; preach, walk 
home, or stay with anyone who would 
be kind enough to take him in. Not so

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Text, “When the Comforter (Greek, 

PARAKLETOS) is come...” 

FIRST 
“He may (i. e. be able, be allowed) 
abide with you for ever.” 

You recall that the first verse of 
John 14 reads, “Let not your heart be 
troubled .. .” Now when we turn to 
the 16th verse and read, “I will pray 
the Father, and he shall give you an- 
other Comforter, that he may abide 
with you for ever,” we not only realize 
the verse to be a grand supplement to 
verse 1, but we sense more keenly the 
burden for the disciples that was rest- 
ing heavily on the heart of the Lord 
Jesus. 

Jesus had already informed the 
disciples of His pending crucifixion 
and separation from them, but He 
knew that their minds were holden 
so that it was impossible for them to 
conceive of His being taken from 
them. Knowing this, He gave them a 
prophetic promise that was to take 
second place to none in its fulfillment 
in and benefit to their lives after 
Christ’s ascension. 

As fate and the devil would have it, 
the deep sorrow, terrible disappoint- 
ment, and heavy gloom provoked by 
the indescribable tragedy of Christ’s 
arrest, mock trial, crucifixion, and 
burial, mercilessly obliterated all their 
optimism for the future and swept 
from them all memory of Christ’s 
promise that He would rise from the 
dead. To them He was dead and His 
cause upon which and for which they 
had staked their all, was buried with 
Him in the borrowed tomb. 

The Lord Jesus visualized all of this 
sorrow and heartache. It was a mat- 
ter of deep grief to contemplate the 
extreme apprehension and misunder- 
standing on the part of the disciples 
of His apparently weak and foolish 
surrender to the rabble mob that cru- 
cified Him when He said that He could 
call down twelve legions of angels to 
defend Him and take Him out of the 
hands of His enemies. Why didn’t He? 

This question Christ fully answered 
during that blessed heart-healing 
period of forty days before His ascen- 
sion. Yes, so perfectly did the disciples 
come to understand the necessity and 
accomplishments of Christ’s death and 
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resurrection that they left treatises and 
sermons on these subjects that are so 
convincing that they need no other 
auxiliary than the PARAKLETOS to 
establish them for ever in the hearts 
and minds of those who read and 
hear them. 

You remember that it was shortly 
after the resurrection of the Lord 
Jesus that He suddenly appeared be- 
fore the disciples who were secured 
behind hard-fast doors because of 
their fear of the Jews. It was on that 
occasion that He reminded the disci- 
ples of His promise to give them an- 
other comforter, “that he may abide 
with you for ever,” in these words: 
“RECEIVE YE THE HOLY GHOST.” 

To my mind this was tantamount to 
saying, as John the Baptist said about 
Jesus, “I must decrease but he (the 
PARAKLETOS) must increase,” for it 
was Christ’s responsibility now to pre- 
pare the disciples for His next and 
final separation from them. This was 
done by showing that it was “expedi- 
ent for you that I go away: for if I 
go not away the PARAKLETOS (the 
one called along-side of to help) will 
not come unto you; but if I depart, I 
will send him unto you, ... that he 
may ABIDE WITH YOU FOR EVER.” 

The record of the post resurrection 
period that Christ spent with the dis- 
ciples is sufficient proof to my mind 
that the Lord Jesus did a perfect job 
in preparing His followers for His 
ascension. His prophecies concerning 





His death and resurrection had been 
fulfilled to the most minute detail, 
therefore there was no justifiable 
room for them to entertain the slight- 
est doubt that Christ, although He 
was leaving them, would hot leave 
them COMFORTLESS but would send 
them an eternal and individual helper. 

The Lord Jesus had the minds and 
hearts of the disciples in such a happy 
attitude toward His SUCCESSOR that 
instead of gloom and sorrow filling 
their hearts, as when He was cruci- 
fied, when the cloud of glory enveloped 
Him and swept Him out of their sight 
they “returned to Jerusalem with 
great joy: and were continually in the 
temple praising and blessing God. And 
when the day of Pentecost was fully 
come, they were all with one accord 
in one place. And suddenly there came 
a sound from heaven as of a rushing 
mighty wind, and it filled all the house 
where they were sitting. And there ap- 
peared unto them cloven tongues like 
as of fire, and it sat upon each of 
them. And they were all filled with 
the Holy Ghost (PARAKLETOS), and 
began to speak with other tongues as 
the SPIRIT (PARAKLETOS, HELPER) 
gave them utterance.” 

Yes, all this He did, and more, when 
He came. It is wonderful, dear hearts, 
to think of His coming into the hearts 
of the hundred and twenty. But it is 
still more wonderful for you and me 
to know that “the promise is unto you 
and to your children, and to them that 
are afar off, even as many as the Lord 
our God shall call.” 

Let us ever keep in mind that when 
the PARAKLETOS is come into our 
hearts, homes, and churches, He will 
be the SAME HELP TO US as He was 
to the early Church. So God grant that 
He may ABIDE with us FOR EVER. 








FAITH CHALLENGES 
LAW

Scripture reading: Romans 3:21-31; 
§:1,2. 

The familiarity of the age-old ques- 
tion, “How can a man get right with 
God?” produces an interest and desire 
in the soul of every sane-minded per- 
son. When such thoughts present 
themselves, man sees the holiness of 
God, then he beholds himself a mis- 
erable, wretched sinner. Man hears 
God’s voice—who is calling him. With- 
in man’s heart there is that yearning 
to heed the invitation. Yet he is like 
the person trapped in quicksand: the 


more violent the struggle, the more 
rapid the decline. 

When we think of God, not only do 
we think of His holiness, we begin to 
think about His paternal nature, His 
goodness and tenderness, His mercies 
and promises. We recall the promises 
given to Abraham centuries prior to 
the dispensation of the law, a prom- 
ise providing a means for justification: 
“And in thy seed shall all the nations 
of the earth be blessed.” NOTE: “Thy 
seed” may be construed to mean Jesus 
Christ. The promise specifies that by 
simple faith in God, as He offers Him- 
self to man in Christ, man is justified; 
he is made right with God. 


This promise would be enough if @) 
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man were what he ought to be. But 
since the human is not spiritual (apart 
from God) he cannot go on promise 
alone. It’s necessary for something to 
shake him out of his sinfulness and 
materialism. So, consequently, the law 
has been given to reveal to us exactly 
what sin is, to convict us of our sins. 
The law stresses our helplessness and 
causes us to seek God and His right- 
eousness instead of our own sSelf- 
righteousness which “is but filthy 
rags.” 

The law condemns us. We cannot 
perfectly obey the injunction of the 
law. The law will not justify us. It 
cannot. It is like the X-ray photo- 
graph—merely reveals our imperfec- 
tions. The law is void of the saving 
element. Faith is the saving power. 
NOTE: Law and faith are not con- 
tradictions, but are supplementary to 
each other. Law is the steering gear; 
faith is the inducing power (force). 

The Apostle Paul emphasizes the 
atoning work on the cross of Calvary. 
Here is opened the only way whereby 
man finds peace with God. So, since all 
have sinned, all are in need of justifi- 
cation by faith. We must come God’s 
route. 

Faith—what is it? Paul, in Heb. 11:1, 
says, “Now faith is the substance of 
things hoped for, the evidence of 
things not seen.” Faith signifies the 
process of embracing (accepting) the 
faithfulness and promises of God, tak- 
ing God at His Word, permitting our 
minds and affections to become so 





absorbed with the thoughts of believ- 
ing God, and seeking to do His will, 
realizing as we embrace Christ as the 
Son of God and the Savior of the 
world, casting self wholly upon the un- 
failing mercies of God for forgiveness 
and for salvation through the merits 
of Christ. We can base our actions on 
the infallible Word of God. 

The law cannot save us. The law is 
but our teacher. It exposes the evilness 
of our hearts and lives. It declares to 
our understanding just how weak and 
frail we are. It produces a conscious- 
ness of sin. So we are compelled to 
seek a higher power for help. And it 
is to be found alone in Christ. It’s 
not how good morally we’ve been. It 
is but by the grace of God that we are 
saved. The illustration will bear this 
truth out: “If two men are drowning 
it matters not whether one is a yard 
closer to the shore than the other, 
both will drown unless they obtain 
help. So, both will owe their lives, if 
they are rescued, to the one who saves 
them.” 

When man becomes justified he is 
released from the law. He’s a new 
creature. He doesn’t need the binding 
requirements of the law. He lives in a 
different realm of thinking, no longer 
being bossed by beastly sinful desires 
and habits. He lives in the Spirit. His 
life is propelled by the influences of 
the Spirit. The world, sin, and basely 
habits lose their charm. The work of 
the Spirit produces the transformation 
that has taken place.

These joys come through 
complete trust in God, and when fear 
is present it robs us of the confidence 
that is ours when we swing out upon 
the gracious truths of God. 

There are many natural things 
that may cause one to fear. One may 
fear about the future, about food and 
clothing, about a place to live, and 
then there may be imaginary things 
that could cause one to fear. I 
counted in the Bible seventy-eight 
different scripture references where 
God counsels us to “fear not.” Let us 
notice a few of these places and then 
place our complete confidence in Him 
so that fear will give way to faith. 

After Abraham had delivered Lot 
from the hands of his captors there 
may have arisen in his mind the 
thought of reprisal from these kings. 
Perhaps he, too, wondered what the 
future held in store for him, but hear 
God speaking to him in the 15th 
chapter of Genesis, verse 1, “Fear not 
Abram; I am thy shield .. .” In other 
words, “Don’t you worry about the 
future, Abram; I will take care of you 
in all of your circumstances. Just 
cast your anxious fear and worry up- 
on me; I will see you through.” I 
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think so often of the old song, 
“God holds the future in his hands. 

And every heart He understands; 
On Him depend, He is your friend; 

God holds the future in His hands.” 

After meditating upon the thoughts 
conveyed in such a song, and reading 
such counsel as God gave Abram, I 
have no fear about the future, for 
faith in God replaces trepidation. 

When the specter of hunger comes 
stalking our way, “fear not,” for the 
words of Christ console us above 
measure 2nd banish any thought of 
undue suftcring. Matt. 6:26, “Behold 
the fowls of the air: for they sow not, 
neither do they reap, nor gather into 
barns: yet your heavenly Father 
feedeth them. Are ye not much better 
than they?” Hear again the words of 
David. Psa. 37:25, “I have been young 
and now am old; yet have I not seen 
the righteous forsaken, nor his seed 
begging bread.” Time and space will 
not permit the enumerating of God’s 
many gracious provisions that I have 
experienced and know about in the 
lives of others, but let me tell you 
again that there is no JOY like the 
JOY of trusting God with FAITH and 
routing FEAR. 

There are those imaginary fears 
that often torment and tear away the 
peace of mind. Sometimes troubles 
are magnified and look even worse 
than they are. I am reminded of the 
time when Elisha and his servant 
were surrounded by their enemies, 
and things looked so bad for them, 
and no doubt even worse to the serv- 
ant. I hear the words of Elisha telling 
the servant, “Fear not: for they that 
be with us are more than they that 
be with them.” When the eyes of the 
servant were opened his doubts and 
fears were dispelled and faith replaced 
fears. 

No wonder God counsels us to “fear 
not.” He has a reason for such coun- 
sel. First of all, God is not the author 
of fear but rather of power. 2 Tim. 


1:7, “For God hath not given us the 
spirit of fear; but of power.” Second, 
the work of God is to give rest from 
fear. Isa. 14:3, “And it shall come to 
pass in. that day that God shall give 
thee rest .. . from thy fear.” The last 
reason I shall mention is that God 
is with us, and as long as He is with 
us we shall have no cause for fear. 
In the words of our text He says, 
“Fear not, for I AM WITH THEE.” 
Hear the LORD saying, “My presence 
shall go with thee, and I will give 
thee rest”; again, in the words of the 
psalmist, “The Lord of host is WITH 
us,” and the words of our Lord and 
Savior Jesus Christ when He said, “Lo, 
I am with you alway, even to the end 
of the world.” Is it any wonder that 
God counsels us to fear not when the 
ETERNAL GOD has promised to go 
with us and be with us? What a glo- 
rious thing to know—God with us; 
Christ going with us alway, even to 
the end of the world! In the face of 
such glorious promises and facts we 
shall go forward with courage “fear- 
ing none of these things” and with 
the consciousness that 


“I AM WITH THEE” 


I AM WITH THEE in all of life’s 
perplexing problems. None shall be 
too hard to solve when God is with 
us. Joseph faced many things in his 
lifetime that were too hard for him 
to solve, but in these times he “leaned 
not to his own understanding” and 
was sure that God was with him. God 
solved these problems for him, made 
him a ruler, and the Savior of the 
people in the times of famine. No 
wonder the wise man said, “In all 
thy ways acknowledge him and he 
shall direct thy paths.” These per- 
plexities of life dissolve into nothing- 
ness when God is with us. 


I am with thee in the trials of life. 
Certainly no one was ever tried as 
Job. He was tried through the loss of 
his children. He was tried through 
the loss of his personal property. He 
was tried through sickness. He was 
tried by his miserable comforters. He 
was tried by his wife. Yet, in all these 
trials of life GOD WAS WITH HIM, 
and the latter end of his life was 
more prosperous than the beginning. 
God blessed the end of his life more 
than the beginning. He promised to 
be WITH US in these temptations, 
and “will with every temptation 
make a way of escape.” He is with us 
to point the way out. He knows the 
avenues of temptations; he knows 
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how to overcome them, for He “was 
tempted in all points like as we are” 
and He “knows how to succor them 
that are tempted.” Since He was 
tempted like us and in all points, He 
knows the way out. He walks with us, 
is WITH us, and says, “This way; here 
is the way out.” 


I am WITH THEE IN ALL WALKS 
OF LIFE. 2 Cor. 6:16, “God hath said, 
I will dwell in them, and walk in 
them .... What glorious companion- 
ship, what heavenly company—GOD 
WALKING ALONG LIFE’S JOURNEY 
WITH US. “And Enoch walked with 
God.” What a biography is contained 
in those five words, a lifetime of con- 
stant communion and fellowship with 
God. Walking with Him in the morn- 
ing, journeying still in the evening 
with God. I am reminded again of 
the words of two of the disciples after 
walking with Jesus: “Did not our 
hearts burn within us while he talked 
with us by the way?” What a privilege 
is ours today of having the Christ walk 
with us and have His presence in us, 
so we, too, may have that “burning 
heart” experience. To read again the 
words of the sweet singer of Israel 
when he said, “I will fear no evil, for 
thou art WITH me”—with me in the 
morning—with me in the noonday— 
with me in the evening—awake during 
the night and conscious of His glorious 
presence with us. “THOU ART WITH 
ME” when I take the wings of the 
morning, WITH ME in the uttermost 
parts of the sea, WITH ME in the 
homeland, WITH ME in the cold re- 
gions of Alaska, and the burning sands 
and heat of India, WITH ME in the 
comforts and the safety of the home- 
land and our comfortable houses, 
WITH ME in the heat of the BATTLE, 
WITH ME in the FOXHOLES and in 
the front of the battle where bullets 
and shells are whining around. “FEAR 
NOT FOR IAM WITH THEE.” And 
when He is WITH us the places of 
danger can become the safest spots 
on the face of the globe. 


I AM WITH THEE IN THE HOUR 
OF DEATH. In this most important of 
all occasions it is most gratifying to 
know that we shall not have to go 
through this hour alone. “I won’t 
have to cross Jordan alone,” says the 
poet, and how true and precious are 
the words of David when he said, 
“Yea, though I walk through the 
valley of the shadow of death, I will 
fear no evil: for thou art WITH me.” 
God says, “I AM WITH THEE,” even 
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in the dark hours of death. The dying 
have left testimonies that reassure us 
over and over again that God is true 
to His promise, He is with us in that 
hour. I think of one friend of mine, 
who when he lay dying, left word that 
in the valley of death he could feel 
God with him. This man was in the 
bloom of young manhood, but GOD 
WAS WITH HIM. In that hour when 
eyes begin to grow dim, and sight is 
failing as death draws near, when the 
faces of those you love stand over 
you, and their images recede in the 
distance, when those voices you have 
heard many times grow fainter, and 
you feel yourself slipping your moor- 
ings for another shore, what GLORY 
it is to hear God’s voice booming over 
the chilly river of death, “Fear thou 
not, for I AM WITH THEE.” 


One noted correspondent, writing 
from one of the battlefields a few 
months ago, told of his experience in 
a field hospital. He was sick and in 
this hospital where the battle casual- 
ties were being brought. One among 
those who was brought in especially 
attracted his attention. He lay there 
dying. This writer went on to say that 
he felt like he wanted to go over and 
hold the hand of this young man as 
he lay dying, but was just a little 
timid, because of what some of the 
others in the tent might think. In re- 
lating this he said later, “After he 
had died, I wished that I had gone 
over and held his hand while he was 
dying.” Our loved ones can only hold 
us in their arms, and only hold our 
hands in this life. They cannot fol- 
low us to the other side, but I hear 
the voice of the everlasting, eternal, 
almighty God who whispers, “I am 
WITH THEE,” and He will hold our 
hands in the hour of death with a 
love that will not let go until He has 
landed us in the realms of eternal 
glory, with all of the redeemed of all 
ages. 

He counsels us to have no fear, and 
with this counsel ringing in our ears 
we face the morrow, and the un- 
known, and untrod future with the 
confidence that He will never leave us 
nor forsake us. We face the battles of 
life against sin and the forces of hell, 
knowing that we have one who cares, 
and that He is with us. “My presence 
shall go with thee,” says the Al- 
mighty, and with this consciousness 
of the fulness of God we walk hand 
in hand to the prize at the end of the 
way.

Dear Reader, 

I feel it my duty to report just what 
the Bible School has meant to me for 
the past several months. There were 
difficulties and problems to be met, 
but with the kind assistance of the 
members of the faculty and with the 
hours of kind attention as a reader of 
Mrs. Zana Hall, my wife, a year has 
been completed at our Church of God 
Bible School. The handicap of blind- 
ness has made it necessary for me to 
have a reader so since Mrs. Hall has 
been doing that work for the past 
four years, it was only natural that 
she work with me at B. T. S. Before 
going further, I should like to say 
that the teachers were most con- 
siderate. Having been graduated from 
two state schools, I feel justified in 
saying that our Church school offers 
many opportunities and privileges not 
found on the campus of other schools. 

First, the Church of God Bible 
Training School and College is now 
training the youth in high school and 
encouraging him to take advanced 
work, thus equipping himself to be a 
worthy worker for Christ. Here he is 
given supervised studies under Chris- 
tian leadership and encouraged to 
live for Christ while he studies. He is 
taught to recognize the various 
snares presented by the devil. Recog- 
nization must take place on the part 
of the youth before he can be held re- 
sponsible for his mistakes. 

The second phase of the work is 
found in the junior college where the 
student is taught the various college 
subjects which will be of value in 
later life. To discourage the youth in 
the field of education is to invite 
trouble by developing a lazy mind 
and a weak character. 

I believe there are many who do not 
fully appreciate the work being done 
in the field of adult education. Both 
of the above groups of classes are 
open to the adult if he enrolls at 
B. T. S. Education, like salvation, 
must be sought. An excellent depart- 
ment in music is maintained for both 
high school and adult students, thus 
preparing them to become capable 
workers for our Master.

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THE CHURCH MARCHES ON IN 
THE WEST INDIES 
J. W. ARCHER 


I have always been interested in 
mission work and, as a result of this 
interest, have studied the various 
methods used by different missionary 
organizations. This study has con- 
vinced me that one of the important 
reasons for the success of the more 
energetic missionary groups has been 
the effort put forth to keep the home 
membership thoroughly informed as 
to the circumstances, trials, and bless- 
ings of the foreign fields. This is ac- 
complished through the official 
church magazine, missionary books, 
and visits of the missionaries them- 
selves to the individual churches, as 
well as the state and national con- 
ventions, in all of which the mission- 
ary is given full liberty to present the 
work and needs of his particular field. 

With this thought in mind, we wrote 
much about the work of the Church of 
God in Mexico, although there was 
much of which we could not write but 
which we hope some day to be able 
to present to those who give to and 
pray for these fields of labor. With this 
same thought in mind we now write 
you of the blessed privilege which has 
been ours and which we wish were 
yours too, of visiting our work in Cuba, 
Haiti, and the Dominican Republic, to 
which I have been appointed as over- 
seer by the Mission Board. 

We left our beloved Mexico in Sep- 
tember, 1944, sad in heart, for we 
were leaving behind brethren with 
whom we had learned, in our three 
and one-half years of labor together, 
the fellowship of suffering and the 
blessings of the power of the resurrec- 
tion life that is in Christ Jesus. How- 
ever, we felt content in the knowledge 
that we were leaving behind capable 
Mexican leaders and officials of the 
work and also a new director, Brother 
Hargrave, who was taking hold like a 
veteran. We were content in the 
knowledge that the work had grown 
from one of our smaller missions into 
the largest mission work of the 
Church of God in the world. 

My family was advised in Veracruz, 
Mexico, that the United States Gov- 
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ernment would not permit passengers 
to come to the States by boat, as they 
had planned to do, so they decided to 
go southeast and fly across to Ha- 
bana, Cuba, to meet me. I was passing 
through the States at that time. In 
Merida, that beautiful little city, cross- 
roads for Central and South American 
air travelers, situated on the boot of 
Mexico which extends far out into the 
Gulf of Mexico so that it makes it 
merely a hop to Cuba, they learned 
that they could go to Cuba by boat. 
They were the first passengers to re- 
ceive this permission since the U-boat 
scourge had been licked. This was a 
blessing of the Lord as the trip is con- 
siderably cheaper by boat and much 
more commodious for a large family 
with much baggage. They left Mexico 
on the heels of the hurricane which 
swept across the Gulf and Southern 
Mexico in early September. They 
reached Habana in time. to pass 
through the terrific hurricane which 
swept that city. 

Sister Archer has been through sev- 
eral earthquakes, including the fa- 
mous Long Beach, California, earth- 
quake in 1933 and several severe 
shakes in Mexico City, but to be in 
the heart of a famous tropical hurri- 
cane was a new experience to her. 
Just as it was in the Long Beach 
quake, the people who were boldest 
before the hurricane hit, were happy 
indeed to come to her for comfort and 
consolation in the calm faith that is 
in Jesus Christ when the real storm 
hit. While the storm raged without, 
blowing down trees, roofs, and the 
frailer buildings, she had the privilege 
of testifying to the owners of the hotel 
and many of the guests. 


Habana is a large and modern city, 
even with American ten-cent stores, 
located on low hills bordering the sea 
in the northwest portion of the 800- 
mile-long island. Cuba, shaped some- 
what like a stringbean, is 725 miles 
long as the crow flies, and about 800 
miles long, if one follows its long curv- 
ing body. It tapers from a width of 100 
miles near the eastern end to 75 miles 
in the center and approximately 35 
miles across at Habana. Although 
Christian churches have made Cuba 











one of their oldest mission fields, its 
3,000,000 population, predominantly 
colored in the south and east and 
more heavily Spanish in Habana, has 
hardly been touched. Yet it cannot be 
said that the people have hardened 
themselves and rejected the gospel, 
nor that they are hard to reach. An 
intense evangelistic campaign across 
the island, with trained native work- 
ers to pastor the churches established, 
would produce a harvest of souls and 
leave strongly established work. Since 
we must distribute our finances for 
such work among many missions, and 
since we do not as yet have these pre- 
pared workers, there remains only one 
course—a slower, steady growth, pre- 
paring workers as we grow. This is 
exactly what our missionaries, Brother 
and Sister Herron, are doing in San- 
tiago de Cuba. 

The eight-hundred-mile, twenty- 
three-hour trip by train across the 
island from Habana to Santiago took 
us through mostly a level, plain coun- 
try, covered with rich pasture-land, 
coconut palms, and wild shrubbery, a 
portion of which has been cleared for 
their main crop, sugar cane, and to- 
bacco. Santiago de Cuba, where our 
headquarters for the island is located, 
is beautifully situated overlooking a 
long narrow harbor which cuts deep 
into the high range of mountains 
ranging the full length of the south- 
ern part of the island. Influenced far 
more by ancient European customs, 
this historical city of some 115,000 in- 
habitants is especially remembered in 
history by Americans as the site of 
the famous battle of San Juan Hill 
with Teddy Roosevelt and his Rough 
Riders. The site of this bloody battle 
has been made into a memorial park 
by the Cubans, with old trenches and 
cannon well preserved. A formidable 
fence of old bayonets protects the 
famous Peace Tree and thousands of 
American names of dead heroes are 
inscribed in steel and bronze. 

The warriors who are of more im- 
mediate interest to the Church of God 
are those who have stood in the front 
line of the battle for souls. First among 
these is Brother Ingram who opened 
the doors for our first missionaries to 
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the island, Brother and Sister Case. 
Brother Case built well, established a 
mission at headquarters, constructed 
a nice church building in another por- 
tion of the city, and began the Church 
of God radio program for the island; 
but the Cases had already given the 
best of their young lives to the Church 
and the Lord in far-off, severe India 
and only one who himself has taken 
his family into the mission work of 
a foreign country such as India or 
Africa can realize what this means, 
how the battles against moral, spir- 
itual, and physical darkness can sap 
the very life and potency out of a 
person until he has nothing left to 
give. So ill health and the call for 
Sister Case to teach in the Bible 
Training School forced a change. 
Brother and Sister Herron, our new 
missionaries, who are carrying the 
program forward energetically even 
while learning the language, received 
us with a typical Church of God wel- 
come and immediately turned us loose 
to preach in their four well-attended 
missions in the city. The attendance 
in these missions is some 75 per cent 
children and young people, which is 
a great open door for the future into 
hundreds of homes. For this reason 
the small number reported in our An- 
nual Assembly book of so few members 
in Cuba does not give us a true ac- 
count of the hundreds who are being 
reached weekly by the gospel. Each 
time we gave an invitation some sixty 
to seventy-five children, young peo- 
ple, and adults came to the altar seek- 
ing the Lord with all sincerity. It is 
difficult to say just how many of 
these were saved, but a large number 
of them testified with upraised hands 
that the Lord had saved them. 
Brother Cross has personally ex- 
pressed to me a hope that we could 
stop a few days in Cuba and help, and 
he said, “I hope a hundred receive the 
Holy Spirit, but if one of our workers 
is filled I shall be happy.” As yet He 
had fallen on none of them. There 
were not a hundred filled with the 
Spirit, nor even ten, for the vast 
majority of these people knew too lit- 
tle of real salvation or of sanctifica- 
tion to be ready to seek the Holy Spirit. 
Only four were filled—but I consider 
it a far more reaching revival than 
some in which I have seen scores 
filled, for these four were the leading 
workers of the church, the ex-priest 
and his wife, our leading woman 
preacher and interpreter in Cuba, and 
another worker. These all testified 
that they had heard so much of and 
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believed in the gift of the Holy Spirit, 
but had begun to wonder if it were 


‘for them since they had never seen 


anyone filled. Full credit for this work 
must go to Brother and Sister Case 
and Brother and Sister Herron, who 
had thoroughly instructed and pre- 
pared them to receive before our ar- 
rival. They had set the dynamite and 
fuse and we need only to come along 
and touch the match to it. 

The Lord seemed to be going before 
us opening doors, for after a long de- 
lay in Santiago awaiting permits to 
enter the Dominican Republic and 
seats on the once-a-week Pan Amer- 
ican clipper, we learned that the Unit- 
ed States Government had lifted the 
ban in these waters also and that a 
light sixty-foot freighter was sailing 
for Haiti. We were happy for this 
much-desired privilege of visiting our 
noted work in Haiti under the Kluzits. 
We were happy, too, because Haiti is 
located on the same large island as the 
Dominican Republic. We felt that once 
we had our feet on terra firma of the 
same island we would be nearing our 
journey’s end, even though our permits 
to enter the Dominicans were not yet 
granted. 

Santiago has a beautiful harbor a 
mile wide and several miles long, fill- 
ing a narrow valley between the 
mountains with blue ocean waters. A 
fast setting tropical sun was turning 
the western clouds to gold and silver, 
and the high mountains across the 
harbor to purple, fading into dusk as 
we waved farewell to the Herrons. 
With a new Diesel motor and full set 
sails; we pulled from the pier and 
nosed southward toward the harbor’s 
mouth and open sea. Past the rusted 
sunken hulk of a ship, sunk in the 
Spanish-American war, past the pretty 
valley where our ships landed soldiers 
to march up this peaceful valley to 
the bloody battle of San Juan Hill and, 
at last, through a narrow mouth no 
wider than a river, which forms the 
entrance to this wonderfully sheltered 
harbor, and we were in the Caribbean 
Sea. East of us the seas and darkness 
hid the vast South American conti- 
nent with its multiplied millions of 
lost souls crying to its rich, Christian 
northern neighbor, “Come over and 
help us!” 

All night we hugged the southern 
coast of Cuba. About midnight an 
American base reminded us of the 
grimness of war in the midst of a 
night of peace, by winking lights at 
us to “heave to” until we could be in- 
vestigated. Not to do so would have 


meant a cannon shot fired by men who 
are trained not to miss. We were 
awake, for how would one sleep on 
a boat of twenty passengers and a 
crew of six with only six cots built 
into the walls to accommodate the 
crew of a 60-foot freighter? 

The sun which kissed us good-night 
as we sailed from the harbor of Santi- 
ago de Cuba smiled a morning greeting 
upon us from the east as we left the 
eastern finger of Cuba and pointed 
across the fifty-some miles separating 
this island from Haiti. While we had 
passed only a portion of the coast of 
Cuba, the sun had rounded the world. 

We were never out of sight of land 
for as Cuba faded from view behind 
us, the white cliffs of Haiti began to 
glisten in the bright sun to the east 
of us, but it took us the rest of the 
day and all of that night to reach 
Port-au-Prince, Haiti, for the northern 
and southern portions of Haiti point 
far western from the main body of the 
island like the thumb and forefinger of 
the hand or the giant claw of a crab. 


We found some one hundred yards 
of clothesline wire and a large hook. 
We borrowed a large piece of bacon 
rind from the ship’s cook, cut it into 
the shape of a fish and began to troll 
behind the boat. The mariners 
laughed, saying that we might catch 
something trolling along the shore, 
but that nothing could be taken in the 
channel between the two islands. We 
caught three large fish, one as large 
as our fifteen-year-old boy. There was 
fried fish for everyone aboard and we 
had the satisfaction of once more 
proving something which I have found 
to be true in Latin America, and I 
guess for that matter, in all countries, 
that what they tell you you cannot 
do is exactly what you CAN do, if you 
are determined enough. Somebody said 
it could not be done—somebody tried 
and did it. I know the sectional over- 
seer of one religious group who has 
as his motto “It can be done.” 

Long before dawn we could see the 
lights of Port-au-Prince decorating 
the high mountain on which it sits like 
a huge Christmas tree. The channel 
between the two islands is called “The 
Channel of the Winds” and certainly 
the northeastern trade winds swept 
over us and sprayed us with salt water 
until we passed behind the northern 
finger of Haiti. From this point the 
entire one hundred miles southeast- 
ward to the capital city was over wa- 
ters as smooth as a lake.

What you must have (if you are to e 


be successful) is a personal knowledge 
of Jesus as your Savior. You must 
have the anointing for service. Acts 
1:8; Luke 4:18; 24:49; Acts 2:1-4. You 
must have a passion for souls; you 
must have the simple old story of 
the Savior of men; you must have and 
be willing to preach the good news of 
the cross, resurrection, and soon com- 
ing of the Son of God. 

Jesus said, “Go ye .. . preach the 
gospel .. .” Men will be saved if they 
believe; if not, they will be damned. 
Paul said in Rom. 1:16, “For I am not 
ashamed of the gospel of Christ; for 
it is the power of God unto salvation 
to every one that believeth; to the Jew 
first, and also to the Greek.” 

Here is a challenge to the preacher 
who has gone to the high-salaried job, 
and the humble, God-fearing man or 
woman who has had the call of God 
but as yet has not cut loose and 
stepped out on His promises.
